Monroe, while an anti-track or­ 
ganization also has been estab­ 
lished to heat down the refer­ 
endum on the 26th. 
Unlike the voters of Monroe, 
the citizens of Sullivan County, 
N. Y. did not get the opportun­ 
ity 
so to speak 
to vote for or 
against a track in their area 
It was noted In the Dally Rec­ 
ord's visit to the New York 
I State area that a long dormant 
track license was available and 


a group of citizens of Sullivan 
took up the ball from there and 
sought the application. 
After 
approval from the New York 
State Racing Commission plans 
were set forth to construct a 
raceway. 
Today 
three years 
later—It la a well esiahllshed 
business.

The reason Monticello was se­ 
lected as a site for the track 
was that It was the county seat 
of Sullivan and enjoyed a posi­ 
tion which had tentacles reach­ 
ing out to a majority of the re­ 
sorts and offered 
a draining 
point for motorists from New 
York, 
Pennsylvania 
and New 
Jersey. 
Monticello, a closely knitted 
area of 5,100 people 
give or 
take a few hundred on any 
given year is strictly a resort 
"village” which caters to a mil­ 


lion or more persons w hich year­ 
ly frequents Its vicinity over a 
three-month period during the 
summer months. 
While the attempt is made in 
the Catskills to improve on win­ 
ter sports. Monticello and Its 
neighboring 
communities 
rely 
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mostly on summer trade to pull 
through the next nine months. 
Monticello was built with the

professor of English at

Dr. Terrill was widely-traveled

Bom in Petersburg, Ky., he was

He had taught at the college for 
the pest 14 years, coming here 
from Black Hills Teachers Col­ 
lege, Spearfish, R. D. 
English Literature 
He specialized in the teaching 
of English literature, and receiv­ 
ed hts bachelor’s degree from 
Indiana University, and his doc­ 
torate from Harvard University.

Unions, N A M Unite Against Tax 


Washington — Tile truth of 
that 
old 
chestnut, 
"Politics 
makes strange bedfellows,” is 
demonstrated these days by an 
unusual lobbying campaign in 
Washington. 
Organizations such as the AFL 
-CTO and tire National Assn. of 
Manufacturers — usually miles 
apart 
in their 
legislative de­ 
mands — for the 
last 
three 
months have 
been 
thoroughly 
in accord "ii one issue. They all 
want Congress to charge a 40- 
vear-old tax law in their favor. 
At this point — about half­ 
way through the 1960 Congress­ 
ional session — it does not look 
as if Hie lobbies will get their 
way. 
Deductions 
Banned 
— 
The 
law the lobbies object to spells 
out which business expenses are 
considered “ordinary and nec­ 
essary'' by the Government and, 
therefore, which expenses can 
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be claimed as deductions on in­ 
come tax returns. The Internal 
Rev enue Service in 1919 decided 
that money spent for lobbying 
did not constitute ‘‘ordinary and 
necessary” business expenses. 
Although the lobbies have nev­ 
er liked the IRS interpretation 
of the law, they have managed 
to live with it for over 40 years. 
In the meantime, the IRS reg­ 
ulation has hem upheld and am ­ 
plified by the Supreme Court 
several times. 
It was a Supreme Court rul­ 
ing 
in 
February 
1959 
that 
helped precipitate tile current 
drive to change the law. 
In an opinion covering two 
case*. Cammarano v. U.S. and 
F. Strauss and Sons v. Com­ 
missioner. the Court barred tax 
deductions for sums spent to in­ 
fluence the outcome of public 
issues through 
publicity 
cam ­ 
paigns. 
The 
decision 
not 
only dis­ 
pleased 
many 
organizations 
which had been 
taking 
news­ 
paper ads to explain their side 
of public issues, 
but worried 
newspaper publishers 
and ad­ 
vertising firms. 
New regulation — Before the 
lobby 
organizations 
had 
a 
chance 
to 
recover 
from 
the 
Strauss-Camon 
arano 
decision, 
the 
Internal 
Revenue 
Service 
tossed another bomb ino their 
laps. 
On Sept. 19. 1959 IRS pub­ 
lished a new. broader tax reg­ 
ulation to supersede the old one. 
In it, IRS emphasized the ban 
on deductions or so-called in­ 


stitutional advertising and irk 
Reduced a new twist to the tax 
law 
which 
the 
organizations 
promptly 
labeled 
"censorship 
by taxation.” 


IRS ruled that the dues and 
contributions paid to an organ­ 
ization by its members were not 
tax-exempt if 
a 
"substantial” 
part of the parent organization's 
activities wore devoted to lob­ 
bying. 
In other words, 
if it were 
found that tile personnel of an 
organization spent half their time 
lobbying or trying to influence 
legislation, a dues-paying m em ­ 
ber of that organization could 
deduct only half the amount of 
his annual contribution. 
The 
organizations 
protested 
vehemently at hearings on the 
now regulation on the grounds 
that 
many of their member* 
would drop out if they could not 
deduct their dues as business 
expenses. Nevertheless, the reg­ 
ulation 
went 
into 
effect, 
un­ 
changed, last Dec. 29. 
legislation 
Unlikely — Sev­ 
eral bills have been introduced 
in Congress to provide tax re­ 
lief for the organizations. Th* 
blindest is a measure sponsor­ 
ed by Rep. Hale Beggs (D La.) 
and four other House members. 
It would allow tax deductions 
for all forms of lobby spending 
at all level a of govemmen. 
Although the Bogga bill en­ 
joys the solid support of lob­

I ’m not sure exactly what to call tile week I was 
away from the store. 
It wasn’t exactly a vacation, for 
I was on the radio three mornings; and it wasn’t a justi­ 
fiable sick leave for, while I saw the doctor every other 
day, I was able to lie up and about.

rest, for my children and I were up to our elbows in 
paint and varnish, being “do it y o u rself’ addicts.

Moments when 
it seemed the varnish would never dry and the chief 
v a n is h e r was infuriated at heel m arks left on the tacky 
surface . . . moments when everyone mopped frantically 
at a spilled jar of turpentine tinged black . . . moments 
when I despaired that anything good could possibly 
come from the unsightly turmoil in which we were em­ 
broiled . . . and when the Man of the Project expressed 
rather loud and unpleasant opinions about women in 
general, his Mother and Sister in particular. 


Togetherness is fine . . . but, as one of our television 
comics has pointed out. don't e \ e i overlook the charm of 
“getting away from it ali n e r .’’

Several new golfing rules are in effect this year. 
The stroke and distance penalty for lost ball, out-of­ 
hounds and unplayable lies, ha* ho'ii reduced to the loss 
of distance only. 
In previous years if yxiu hit a ball out-of-bounds or lest th# 
ball, you had to retu rn to the stop w here the shot wa* hit and 
play another ball, adding tw o strokes to your score for th e hole. 
So if you were OB from the tee. the next ball you hit would b# 
lying three. 
This year you will be lying only two. 
This new rule is on a trial basis for only one year. 
And another rule change allows you to lift and clean yo ur ball 
at any tim e on the putting surface. 
A golfer is also allowed to 
repair ball m arks in the green at any time. 
Previously the golfer 
was not allowed to rep air ball m arks until he had putted out. 
A ball could be lifted and cleaned on the green, only when local 
rules permitted.
